DEPARTMENT OF INDUSTRIES, BENGAL. 


Bengal Tanning institute. 
Note on the careers of the past students. 


The Bengal Tanning Institute provides a two-year course of instruction in modern 
tanning. A demonstration tannery equipped with necessary machinery and a chemical 
laboratory are attached to the Instiiute, The training is.imparted through practical work 
and lectures. Manufacture of different varieties of commercial leather from local raw 
hides and skins is practised at the demonstration tannery, and the chemical analyses 
require! in modern tanning. are taught at. the laboratory. Course of lectures is 
delivered ou (1) Principles and methods of tanning and (2) Analytical chemistry of 
leather manufacture, 


A previous knowledge of chemistry is helpful in following the course, bat those 
who join the Institute without such knowledge are at first taught elementary chemistry 
by special lectures and laboratory work. 


The training offers a new career to young men, and it is gratifying to note that the 
Opportunities provided have not been neglected. Quite a number of boys have been 
trained and the after careers of most of them are encouraging. 


Thirty-nine students have passed ont ofthe Institute up to date, of whom eight took 
only one year’s training and the rest completed the full course, Eight among the past 
Students have started small tanneries, two of which are known, to haye been equipped 
with machinery, Five are doing business, on their own. in leather goods manufacture, 
and sixteen were either provided with or have themselves secured Services as tanning 
chemists and tannery assistants, Two are, working as assistants in laboratories and one 
in a distillery. Of the remaining seven, most of whom have passed ont very recently, 
definite information about their activities is not yet known,, They have not had sufficient 
time io stabilise their position, but some are reported to have started small tannery 
concerns, It will be thus seen that more than 82 per cent. of the trained students of 
the Institate have been suitably employed.
